Dear  Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  sixth  Annual  Report 
of  the  Public  High  Schools,  established  under  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of 
1907,  for  the  scholastic  year  ending  June  30,  1913. 

I  have  included,  also,  in  accordance  with  your  instructions,  such  a  report 
of  the  city  and  town  high  schools  as  could  be  made  from  the  reports  sent  in 
to  your  office  by  the  principals  of  these  schools.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
this  part  of  the  report  is  not  complete,  but  it  was  impossible  to  make  it  so 
since  so  many  of  the  City  Superintendents  make  to  your  office  no  report  of 
their  high  school  work.  It  will  be  noted,  by  reference  to  the  tables  for  the 
city  high  schools,  that  the  statistics  used  for  several  schools  are  those  re- 
ported for  the  year  1911-'12,  but  where  this  is  the  case  attention  is  called  to 
the  fact  by  a  footnote.  There  is  also  included  an  incomplete  report  of  the 
private  secondary  schools.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  report  on  both  the  city 
high  schools  and  the  private  secondary  schools  can  hereafter  be  made  com- 
plete.

SUMMARY  OF  THE  YEAR'S  PROGRESS.* 

dumber,  Classification,  and  Distribution  of  Schools. — During  the  scholastic 
year  covered  by  this  report,  1912-1913,  the  number  of  public  high  schools  in 
operation  increased  over  the  preceding  year  from  200  to  211.  One  school 
was  discontinued,  and  twelve  new  schools  were  established,  making  a  net 
gain  of  eleven  in  the  number  in  operation.  The  number  of  schools  report- 
ing four-year  courses  increased  from  29  to  42;  the  number  reporting  three- 
year  courses  decreased  from  82  to  68;  and  the  number  reporting  two-year 
courses  increased  from  89  to  101.  There  are  now  only  seven  counties  in 
which  no  public  high  schools  are  in  operation,  namely,  Chowan,  Dare, 
Graham,  New  Hanover,  Pasquotank,   Perquimans,  and  Watauga. 

Enrollment  and  Attendance. — The  enrollment  this  year  increased  from 
7,391  to  7,946,  and  the  average  daily  attendance  from  5,426  to  5,925.  The 
increase  in  enrollment  over  the  preceding  year  was  555,  or  7.5  per  cent,  and 
the  increase  in  daily  attendance  was  499,  or  9.2  per  cent.  The  number  of 
students  enrolled  from  outside  the  local  districts  increased  from  1,994  to 
2,305;  the  number  of  boarding  students  enrolled  increased  from  1,486  to  1,601; 
and  the  number  of  teachers  enrolled  decreased  from  339  to  319. 

Teaching  Force. — The  number  of  teachers  employed  increased  from  342 
to  375,  and,  as  has  been  the  case  for  the  past  several  years,  there  was  urgent 
need  for  more  assistant  teachers  in  many  of  the  more  prosperous  schools. 
In  too  many  cases  inadequate  funds  made  it  impossible  to  meet  this  need. 

Receipts  and  Expenditures. — The  total  receipts  this  year  increased  from 
$189,287.88  to  $211,012.47,  and  the  total  expenditures  increased  from  $176, 
763.48  to  $196,545.65,  making  a  net  increase  of  $21,724.59  in  receipts  and 
$19,782.17  in  expenditures. 

The  average  salary  paid  the  high  school  principal  was  increased  from 
$742.92  to  $758.49.  There  were  30  principals  who  received  $1,000  or  more. 
The  number  who  received  less  than  $500  was  reduced  from  18  to  15.  These 
figures  do  not  include  the  salaries  of  seven  principals  of  graded  schools  that 
received  pupils  on  a  tuition  basis.  The  total  expenditures  for  principals' 
salaries  increased  from  $144,766.38  to  $154,732.55.  The  amount  expended  for 
the  salaries  of  assistant  teachers  was  increased  from  $26,814.43  to  35,103.96. 

The  average  amount  expended  per  student  enrolled  was  $24.72 ;  the  average 
cost  per  student  in  daily  attendance  was  $33.17. 

Length  of  Term. — The  average  length  of  term  per  school  was  30.33  weeks 
as  against  31  weeks  for  the  preceding  year.     Or  taking  the  teacher  as  the 


*This  part  of  my  report  pertains  only  to  the  Rural  Public  High  Schools.  The  City  Public  High 
Schools  are  ooerated  under  special  charters,  as  are  the  lower  grades  of  the  city  schools,  and  are  there- 
fore independent  of  the  operations  of  the  Public  High  School  law  and  so  are  not  under  State  super- 
vision. For  a  report  of  the  City  Public  High  Schools,  see  Tables  rV  and  V,  pages  52  and  54,  respec- 
tively, and  the  summaries  of  these  Tables  on  pages  10  to  11. 
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unit,  and  not  the  school,  the  average  length  of  term  was  31.18  weeks.  There 
were  20  schools  having  a  term  of  36  weeks,  and  19  having  a  term  of  less 
than  28  weeks,  the  minimum  term  allowed  under  the  law. 

Improvement  in  Equipment  and  Environment — About  thirty  new  high 
school  buildings  have  been  erected  during  the  year,  and  continued  improve- 
ment has.  been  made  in  the  general  surroundings  of  many  of  the  schools. 
Several  schools  have  secured  dormitories,  and  many  have  made  advancement 
in  other  directions.  The  extracts  from  the  principals'  reports  appended  be- 
low tell  in  a  direct,  concise  way  something  of  the  progress  that  has  been 
made  in  the  directions  mentioned  above,  and  they  also  show  the  schools 
and  the  communities  in  which  such  activity  has  been  taking  place. 

Better  Internal  Organization. — As  heretofore  a  persistent  effort  has  been 
made  to  get  the  schools  better  organized  internally,  and  some  progress  has 
been  made  in  this  direction.  Much  has  been  accomplished  toward  this  end 
through  the  high  school  literature,  and  especially  through  the  conferences 
with  the  principals. 


SUMMARY  OF  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1.  Make  the  county  the  unit  of  organization  and  support. 

2.  Place  all  the  high  schools  of  the  county  under  the  management  of  a 
County  High  School  Board,  to  be  composed  of  the  County  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, the  County  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  one  local  member 
for  each  high  school  in  the  county. 

3.  Establish  a  different  classification  for  high  schools,  based  on  efficiency, 
providing  for  one  central  high  school  at  least  in  each  county,  and  one  or 
more  two-year  high  schools   where  needed. 

4.  There  should  be  provision  made  for  teacher-training  courses  and  for 
adequate  instruction  in  the  vocational  subjects  in  the  central  high  school, 
instruction  along  both  these  lines  to  be  encouraged  by  increased  appropria- 
tion from  the  State. 

5.  Discourage  the  teaching  of  high  school  branches  in  the  two-teacher 
public  school,  and  require  the  teachers  of  high  school  branches  in  all  public 
schools  to  be  licensed,  to  organize  their  work  on  a  systematic  basis,  and  to 
follow  systematic  courses  of  instruction. 

6.  The  basis  of  apportionment  should  be  somewhat  modified  by  increasing 
the  maximum  allowed  to  any  one  school,  and  by  making  the  regulations  a 
little  more  definite.  All  apportionments  beyond  the  minimum  should  be 
based  upon  the  average  attendance  for  the  preceding  year  and  upon  the 
number  of  teachers  employed  and  the  salaries  paid. 

7.  The  annual  State  appropriation  for  public  high  schools  should  be  in- 
creased from  $75,000  to  $125,000,  at  least  $25,000  of  which  should  go  for  the 
specific  purpose  of  stimulating  and  encouraging  teacher  training  and  instruc- 
tion in  the  vocational  subjects  in  a  number  of  the  stronger  schools,  leaving 
$100,000  to  be  apportioned  as  under  the  present  law  amended  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing  recommendations. 


Girls'  Dormitory,  Jamestown  Public  High  School. 
Erected  Fall  of  1912,  at  a  Cost  of  $4,000. 
Property  of  the  school.  Will  accommodate  32  girls.  Dining  Hall  and  Boarding 
Department  just  to  the  rear  or  the  Dormitory.  Opened  January,  1913,  and  conducted 
by  Mrs.  E.  J.  Coltrane,  wife  of  the  Principal,  on  an  actual  cost  basis.  The  girls  kept 
their  rooms  in  order  and  took  weekly  turns  at  waiting  on  the  tables.  Many  of  them 
brought  provisions  from  home  and  sold  at  current  market  prices  to  the  Boarding  De- 
partment. From  January  to  May  the  average  cost  for  each  girl  for  board  and  lodging 
was  seventeen  cents  a  day.

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EXTRACTS  FROM  PRINCIPALS'  REPORTS. 

Alamance  County. 

Principal  M.  C.  Terrell,  Friendship  High  School: 

One  room  and  two  halls  were  painted,  and  the  floors  were  oiled. 

Principal  B.  E.  Isley,  Sylvan  High  School: 

Made  a  valuable  addition  to  the  high  school  library — books  and  maga- 
zines. 

The  new  school  building,  "The  Hammer  Memorial  School,"  is  now  nearing 
completion.     It  will  be  used  for  the  next  term. 

Alexander  County. 

Principal  J.  L.  Teague,  Stony  Point  High  School: 

Two  new  rooms  were  added  during  last  vacation,  and  the  whole  building 
was  painted.  The  fourth  year  of  high  school  work  was  added.  The  high 
school  department  occupied  two  new  rooms  this  year. 

Principal  B.  O.  Thompson,  Taylorsville  High  School: 
Term  six  months.     Committee  is  to  erect  additional  rooms.     Present  build- 
ing two  small  to  accommodate  number  in  attendance. 

Alleghany  County. 

Principal  J.  A.  Fogleman,  Turkey  Knob  High  School: 
Two  large  hall  lamps  have  been  put  in,  and  pictures  have  been  hung  on 
the  wall. 

Anson  County. 

Principal  F.  W.  Ktjrfees,  Morven  High  School: 

We  have  sown  the  lawn  in  grass,  made  a  tennis  court  and  basketball 
grounds.  We  have  also  added  one  recitation  room  this  year  and  will  have 
to  add  another  and  put  in  another  teacher  next  year. 

Principal  E.  P.  Mendenhall,  Polkton  High  School: 

We  have  bought  a  good  new  piano  for  the  school  at  a  cost  of  $300  and  are 
paying  for  it  by  getting  up  entertainments  and  oyster  suppers.  We  have 
built  a  music  room  and  employed  an  excellent  music  teacher,  who  is  a  full 
graduate  in  music. 

We  have  lengthened  our  school  from  seven  to  eight  months  by  means  of 
a  special  tax. 

Avery  County. 

Principal  J.  E.  Pearson,  Elk  Park  High  School: 

Term  lengthened  from  five  months  to  eight  months.  Enrollment  increased 
from  five  at  the  opening  to  twenty-eight  at  the  close.  A  satisfactory  increase 
of  interest  on  part  of  community  in  building  up  and  maintaining  a  good 
high  school. 


Class  in  Agriculture,  Pleasant  Garden  Public  High  School,  September,  1913. 
The  successful  teacher  of  agriculture  in  this  school  is  Mr.  Kenneth  H.  Mclntyre, 
a  graduate  of  Davidson  College  and  a  special  student  of  agriculture  since  graduation. 
Of  the  43  boys  enrolled  in  this  high  school  for  the  year  1912-'13,  16  were  in  the  classes 
in  agriculture. 
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Beaufort  County. 

Principal  A.  W.  Davenport,  Pantego  High  School: 

One  new  teacher  added  during  session.  One  teacher's  desk  and  $18  worth 
of  maps  bought.  Building  painted  on  outside;  auditorium  painted  on  inside. 
Betterment  Association  has  made  for  school  since  October,  1909,  $1,285.28. 

Bertie  County. 

Principal  J.  B.  Thorn,  Jr.,  Aulander  High  School: 

Two  working  literary  societies.  Movement  on  foot  to  enlarge  the  district 
and  to  erect  a  new  building.  Betterment  Society.  School  in  a  prosperous 
condition. 

Principal  W.  T.  Brothers,  Leiviston  High  School:

More  good  single  desks  have  been  installed.     We  now  have  a  good  school 
and  church  well,  cemented  around  the  top. 

The  girls  have  been  interested  in  domestic  science.  The  first  bread  con- 
test of  the  county  among  the  schools  was  held  at  this  school  February  21. 
The  girls  were  enthusiastic  over  their  bread-making. 

Bladen  County. 

Principal  P.  E.  Howard,  Abbottsburg  High  School: 

We  have  partly  painted  the   building  inside  and   have  money  enough  to 
finish  it.     We  have  also  secured  a  supplement   to  the  library. 
We  need  another  room  to  our  building. 

Principal  W.  W.  Woodhotjse,  White  Oak  High  School: 

We  have  had  a  good  Literary  Society  all  the  year.  The  work  includes 
debate,  recitation,  songs,  stories,  etc.,  with  a  public  debate  once  a  month. 

The  agricultural  class  made  $30  to  buy  a  compound  microscope.  We  have 
had  a  regular  music  teacher  and  a  class  of  about  fifteen. 

We  have  a  library,  and  a  supplementary  library,  and  have  bought  many 
more  books  besides.

Principal  F.  A.  Penland,  Barnardsville  High  School: 

We  raised  by  private  subscription  $170  with  which  to  extend  the  ele- 
mentary grades  from  January  first  to  March  28th.

Supt.  W.  G.  Coltrane: 

Citizens  contributed  funds  sufficient  to  purchase  hyloplate  blackboards  and 
single  desks  for  the  high  school. 

Fremont  High   School. 

Supt.  M.  T.  Edgerton: 

We  added  new  teachers'  desks,  put  shades  and  curtains  to  windows  of  en- 
tire building,  and  spent  $125  beautifying  the  front  yard. 

For  next  year  we  expect  to  add  the  fourth  teacher  to  the  high  school  and 
make  recitations  40  minutes  each,  and  change  course  to  four  years  in  gram- 
mar, composition  and  rhetoric,  and  only  three  years  in  history — English  in 
the  9th,  Ancient  in  10th,  and  American  in  11th.
